CAN’T BE COUNTERFEITED. 


Bank of England Notes Defy Exact 
Reproduction. 


About 1819 a great outcry was 
raised against the Bank of England 
for not adopting a style of note that 
could not be imitated, and at the 
same time preventing the sacrifice ‘of 
life which at that period was com- 
mon, the punishment. for forgery 
being death. The subject at last be- 
Came so pressing that the Govern. 
ment appointed commissioners to 
investigate the cause of the numer- 
ous forgeries, and whether a’ mode 


prevent. |, 
ed. 


Previous to this investigation ‘the 
directors of the bank had been ep- 
deavoring to remedy “he evi!, man 
plans having been | submitted to 
them, all of which they were obliged : 
to reject. 

The bank placed before the com- 
missioners 180 different’ projects that 
had been recommended for adoption 
anc seventy varieties of paper made | 
by ‘way of experiment. The result of 
ill this labor was the bank note of 
to-day. s 

The color of the paper is peculiar, 
and tannot be imitated exactly by 
sounterfeiters, except at great ex- 
pense. The combined thinness and 
strength of the paper are also unique, 
It is made in sheets large enough for 
two notes. Each note. before it 13 
sized weighs about eighteen grains, 
and then if doubled, it -is strong 
enough to suspend a weight of thirty. 
six pounds. 

The texture of the paper 
peculiar. It has a crisp feel, ins 
variably the ‘same, and such that 
bank clerks of experience can readily 
detect forgeries by this test alone. 
Then the wire mark j -pressed in the 
making by a frame, costly to make 
and diffieylt to use, is prvctically 
inimitable. 

Each note has thin, rough edges, 
uncut, not to be produced by any 
mode of cutting paper that is not 
devised express for the purpose, 
The paper for printing is damped 
with water in the exhaveated receiver 
of an air pump. The ink used in the 
plate printing is made of Frankfort 
black, which is composed of the char. 
coals of the tendrils and husks of 
the German grape ground with lin- 
seed oil. Th‘s ink has'a peculiar and 
very deen snade of black. common 
black inks being tinted eivher with | 
blue or brown.

Real Diamonds in British Columbia 

Ottawa.—The director of the geo- 
Alogical survey announced that dia- 
monds have been discovered by. the 
survey in British Columbia rock, the 
first recorded discovery of diamonds 
in Canada. The rock is peridolate, 
known as danite, consisting of olivine 
and chromite, and the specimens in 
which diamonds were found were ob- 
tained on Olivine mountain; near 
Talameen river, by Charles Cassels 
of the survey. On account of the 
small size of the diamonds, none be- 
ing much larger than pin heads, the 
discovery would ‘seem to be of scien- 
tifie rather than commercial import- 
ance.

 XVITIL— Long Life In 
the Home 


By EUGENE L. FISK, M. D. 
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Our care should not be so much to livé 
long as to live well.—Seneca. 


WISE man said: “There appears 
to exist a gregter desire to live 
jong than to live well. Meas- 
ure by man's desires, be can 

not live long enough; mensure by his 
good deeds, and he has not lived long 
enough; measure by bis evil deeds, and 
he has lived tov long.” 

Mere length of days as measured by 
the calendar is but a poor thing to 
write about. The “filling” that goes 
into those days is the real meusure of 
life. oe 

To encourage a selfish and punctili- 
ous regard for the attainment of a 
phenomena! span of life is not in keep- 
ing with the higher ideal of philosophy 
or science. 


Life ts a Trust Fund. 

In considering this problem we 
should bear in mind, however, that 
life is something that we bold in trust. 
At least that iséthe dictum of the 
best thought that has come to us 
through the ages. We have no right 
to handle this trust fund witb careless 
ependthrift indifference; neither may 
we hoard it with such miserly care 
that it shall earn no. interest ip good 
deeds and human achlevement  Soci- 
ety condemns the suicide in the same 
degtee that it lauds the patriot or the 
hero who gives up his life in a good 
cause.

These conditions may-be due to nerve 
strain affecting the heart and arteries 
or to the circulation In the blood of 
poisonous principles, the products of 
indigestion and Insufficient combustion 
In fact, these troubles are usually the 
result of intemperance in eating, drink- 
ing, working or playing. 


Degenerative Diseases. 

A most commendable and enthusi 
astic campaign is being waged against 
tuberculosis and other infectious dis- 
eases, but deaths from heart disease,

cent. 

This is a nut to crack for well mean- 
ing people who shut their eyes to all 
that is unpleasant and sinister in our 
civilization and hug the thought that 
the world is necessarily growing better 
every day. 

The mean duration of life bas un- 
doubtedly greatly increased in the past 
century, but the increase is due to the 
lowering of the death rate among 
young people. After middle life there 
has been a decided increase in. the 
death rate. At least the evidence avail 
able in this country warrants this be- 
lief. No such increase is shown by 
British statistics until the age of sixty- 
five is renched. ~ 

The “high cost of living” may be a 
factor in that the struggle fur exist- 
ence is harder and involves more 
Strain. 1 am inclined to the belief, 
however, that too much prosperity is a 
much more potent cause of the bigh 
mortality at the advanced ages. 
| The amount of food that fs wasted 

in the average American family is ap-

Regular bathing, preferably the cool 
shower or plunge, by keeping up a 
good skin action relieves the heart and 
kidneys of extra work and favors the 
maintenance of a normal tensivn in 
the blood vessels. 


Danger of Constipation. 

Metchnikoff believes that the ab- 
sorption of toxic matter from the large 
intestines is an important influence tn 
causing oid age. He suggests the use 
of soar milk or a preparation of the 
bacilli which’ cause milk to become 
sour to combat the microbes that in- 
fest the large intestines. 

Some painstuking experiments have 
been made along this line, but ‘the re 
sults thus‘far are negative. 

However, buttermilk and other sour 
milk preparations are healthful and 
may be tried, especially where there 
is constipation or intestinal fermenta- 
tion. All natural means. shvuld be 
tried to prevent constipation by avoid: 
ance of concentrated meat diet and by 
the use of fruit. spinach or other green 
vegetables, water between menis, e1- 
ercise of abdominal muscles, etc.

LENGTH OF PARLIAMENTS. 


The Longest and Shortest That Have 
Sat In England. 


The shortest Parliament on record 
is that which on September 30, 1399, 
deposed Richard IT. The very act of 
deposition dissolved the Parliament, 
and six days later Henry called to- 
\gether without the formality of an 
election all the old members. He 
gravely styled it a new Parliament. 
The fourth Parliament of Charles T. 
sat only for,three weeks, and_ this 
after the country had been without 
the blessings of representative Gov- 
ernment for eleven years. But his 
fifth Parliament atoned for the brev- 
ity of the previous one. It sat off 
and on for nigeteen years, “a Parlia- 
ment which pny, before that time, 
thoucht would never have had a be. 
ginning, and afterwards that it 
would 1ever have an end.’’ Opinion, 
as we know, differed as to the char- 
acter of this renowned long Parlia- 
ment. Macaulay declared it to be 
entitled to our ‘‘eratitude and rever- 
ence,” while Corhett described it as 
the ‘‘scourge of the nation.” 

One of the shortest lived of admin- 
istrations was the ‘Ministry of, All 
the Talents,” which only lasted 
thirteen months. 
1806, that Greville formed his Cabi- 
net, which had to include Charles 
| James Fox. King George III. is re- 
ported to havé said, to that unwel- 
come Minister, “Mr. Fox, TI 
thought that you and TI should ever 
meet again in this place, but I have 
no desire to look back upon old griev- 
ances; and you may rest assured 
that T- shall never remind. you. .of 
them.’’

ions, costing over $500,000, in the 
form of the Parliament buildings of 
each. These will be two-thirds of 
the actual size, and will contain ex- 
hibits showing the scenery, produce 
and industries of each. The mode) 
of the Dominion Parliament build- 
ings at Ottawa, wh iv'a’the Canadian 
Government is providing, is 350 feet 
in length by 190 feet in width, and 
is costing no leas than $350,000. 
The Canadian pavilion is already 
far on the way to completion, and 
gives promise of being a buildingin 
every way worthy of the Dominion. 
These palaces will be linked to-
